The 
only problem I can think of is 
the greater the distance from 
the patients’ house to the hosp- 
ital, the greater the inconveni- 
ence of the family going to and 
from the hospital, The present 
location seems as if it would be 
more convenient for all in the 
Southwestern District. 

Question 2. Why could a joint 
hospital be easier accredited 
than a local hospital? 

Answer: I do not believe it 
will be any easier to get а joint 
hospital accredited than a local 
hospital. The only possibility of 
making it easier is if the doctors 
ork together each would have 
fewer committees to serve on. 

Question 3. Why would the 
quality of hospital care be any 
better in a joint hospital than 
in one of our own? 

Answer: I do not think this 
would be any difference. 

Question 4. How can a joint 
hospital be built with no accom- 
panying increase in taxation? 

Answer: To think it can be 
|done is only wishful thinking. 
T see no possibility of building 
a hospital anywhere without 
some increase in taxes 

Question 5. If vote is delayed 
until fall will it jeopardize go- 
ing on our own? 

Answer: Every day of delay 
jeopardizes either a joint or go- 
ing on our own. To go on ou 
|own we will need to make ap- 
|plication by Sept. 1, 1962. To 
| receive monies for a joint hosp- 
ital, construction must be start- 
jed d 
to the Board in February of thi 
year that we have a publicity 
campaign during March with 
freeholders voting in April, as 
to whether they wanted a joint 
| hospital or one in Belle Glade. 
This proposal was passed at the 
meeting. This has not been done 
[because of both boards, and 
| committee meetings with Board 
Jand committees of the North- 
| western District for purposes of 
|building a joint hospital. At 
present I don't believe there is 
a plan that all are willing to get 
behind and present to the public 
for a decision. 

Question 6. Would we keep 
the present hospital resulting in 
operating two with the joint 
hospital? 

Answer: If a joint hospital is 
built it will be necessary to 
operate our present facility un- 
til 1968 or turn it back to the 
government — to be used ог 
disposed of as they see fit. 

Question 7. Why “Citizens” 
allowed to vote on join venture 
and only “{reeholders” at a lat- 
er date? 

Answer: So far as I know, 
the only proposal of the hosp- 
ital board was for freeholders 
to vote on all the issues. 

Question 8. Did a full Board 
participate in the release: Why 
the inconsistency in the critic- 


Participated? 
Answer: The full Board DID 
NOT participate in the release 
as such. So far as I know it was 
a release by the Publicity Com- 
mittee. I have no criticism of 
the Belle Glade Chamber of 
Commerce's Board of Directors 
since hospital facilities affect 
the people of the District, in- 
cluding Belle Glade, it seems 
that the Chamber should also 
be interested and entitled to 
voice an opinion.

The union of the flag now contains 50 stars, each star with 
one point upward. The number of stars is the same as the num- 
ber of States in the Union. On the admission of a State into the 
Union a star is added to the union of the Flag, and such an addi- 
tion is effective on the 4th day of July next succeeding the ad- 
mission of the State. The 50 star Flag became the official Flag 
of the United States of America on July 4, 1960, following the 
admission of the State of Hawaii into the Union on August 21, 
1959. The position of the stars in the union shall be as indictaed 
on the attachment to the Executive Order 10834 of President 
Eisenhower, August 21, 1959.
